In some jmrts of New Mexico there 
grows a grass wblcb produce* a aom- 
nlferooa effect on tbe animals that 
grass upon It. Horses, after eating the 
graaa. In nearly all esses sleep stand¬ 
ing. while cows, and sheep almost In¬ 
variably lie down. 

It has occasionally happened that 
traveler* have stopped to allow borsea 
to feed ta places where the graua 
grows pretty thickly and tbe animate 
bare bad time to eat a considerable 
quantity before Its effect* manifested 
them selves 

In such cases horses bare gone to 
sleep on the road and tt la hard to 
arouse them. Tb* effect of the graaa 

> _>• off In an boor or two. and no 

bad results have ever been noticed on 
account of It. Cattle on th# ranch*# 
frequently come upon patches of this 
grass, where tbey feed for perhaps half 
an hour end then fall asleep for an 
hour or more, when tbey wake up and 
start feedlug again.
